This 1s. the birthday of Morris L. Keen, who 


born on-May-24, 1820, invented a process for'suc- 
eessfully making- paper from spruce wood 
That 


la thc--ba.sls.of all wood pulp paper manufacture 
today. 
Before.that and up to comparatively re- 


ccnt.yearg-paper had passed through an. eventful 
history 
Present conditions of a. shortage in the 


paperisupply'have had a counterpart in the past. 
Paper was made centuries ago by the Chinese and 
afterwards the process was brought to the western 
vrorldfvlvere papyrus, sheets of the Egyptian plant 
had<previously been used. Then In the course of 
time, rags'!,were used, mostly cotton fibre, and a 
plant, esparto, which grows in Spain and northern 
Africa-was .for several hundred years the largest 
factor-in paper making. 


The,Massachusetts Yankee, quick.to see the 


need'for paper, planted little hand mills along the 
creeks and at the waterpowers' of the streams of 
that state. 
He used rags and some old papers, 


Revolutionary, soldiers wrote home on a. paper 
mnlde of rags, straw and old waste. 
But paper 


was far short of the demand even then. 
Three 


shllltngs a pound were paid for clean, white linen 
rags and two shillings for,checks and,other rags 
both }lnen and cotton. People were urged to save 
lhe.-rags. Tons of rags were Imported later. The 
.increase In the number o£ newspapers made more 
paper an abso.ttrte necessity. 
One mill used bass- 


wood. But It was not until Into the 70's that pa- 
per as we know it. made from spruce pulp and 
other fibrous woods like 'hemlock were either 
ground or dissolved in sulphuric acid and cheap 
papers were possible.

flowers. In this growth in the soil of the country 
.s'the sap of citizenship, the deep-down sentiment 
of individual ownership of and responsibility-for, 
the land and its government. 


In that sort of citizenship resides the spirit of 


accommodation, the give and take Ujf personal 
adjustment to community requirements, the fe- 
licity of human relationships from.which natlb'n.s, 
as collectively represented in- government, derive 
strength and stability. 
Ours is'a new form of 


government, not the immemorial thing of our im- 
pressions. Hardly more than 140 years ago. it was 
an experiment under the eye of a skeptical wo.rld. 


In Its people it has great sinews of strength, but 


If violently exerted these" very sinews would be- 
come its greatest menace. 
Ours is a great land: 


as governments go, ours is a great government, 
but we can not be sure that we have a great na- 
tion until-.we> know .that to the bulk of our .people 
the soil Is something- more than land. A plot of'it 
to own and to grow in, a bungalow to be one's 
castle, is the best anchorage for the 'sort of!citi- 
zenship which strives always to preserve and im- 
prove, never to destroy, the nation and its gov- 
ernment.—Wisconsin State Journal.

Sometimes 
the latter has the memory of an ele- 
phant, which may be used on occa- 
sions.
